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It is sometimes the case we may wish to use 
that kind of pencil called crayons when we are 
in a place where good ones cannot be bought. 
We have succeeded in such cases, in making and 
using them, when made in the following method, 
which we believe was first published in Trans- 

* gotions of the Society of Arts, (London.) They 
do very well. , 

The finest grained charcoal that can be pro- 
cured, is sawed or cut into slips, and put into a 
vessel of melted beeswax, where they are per- 
mitted to remain near a slow fire for half an 
hour or more, in proportion to the thickness of 
the charcoal. They are then taken out, and 
when perfectly cool are fit for use. They may 
be made harder or softer as you like. If you 
wish them harder than beeswax, add a little 
rosin. If you wish them a little softer, adda 
little tallow or butter. These kind of crayons 
or markers do not cost much, but they are as 
durable in their mark as ink, and remain well 
in damp situations. 

The Plough Loom and Anvil gives the follow- 
ing directions to make white crayons, to be used 
on black boards in school-rooms. 2 

Take Paris white, or Spanish white, (proba- 
bly the best kind of common whiting would do) 
five parts. Common fine flour one part, and 
sufficient water to make a dough of these ma- 
terials hard enough to crumble, and soft enough 
to roll. Little balls of this are then rolled out 
into cylinders about the size of a pipe stem, and 
laid away in a warm place, or in the sun to dry. 

The process of rolling may be performed by 
placing the balls upon a table, and placing a flat 
board or shingle on them, and gently pressing 
with a rolling motion. 





TALL CORN, &c. 

Notwithstanding the severe drouth of the 
spring and summer, we have seen several very 
handsome specimens of corn and grass. Mr. 
William Stone, Jr., of this city brought into 
our office, on Monday morning, a stalk of corn, 
which was 8 feet 7 inches in height, with ears 
of a good size upon it. It was planted on the 
20th of May, on pasture land, with very little 
manure, and is of the small 8 rowed variety ; 
much of the piece will average eight feet in 
height. Mr. Asa Heath, Jr., of Sidney, con- 
tributes a stalk of corn which is 7 feet nine 
inches high. 

In the way of tall grass we have had several 
specimens, all, however, shorter than that of 
Mr. Norton’s, noticed in our last. H. Worth- 
ing, of Palermo, sends a specimen of herds 
grass, six feet in height. H. & T. J. Cleaves of 
Dexter, one five feet, four inches; Messrs. 
Alden & John A. Wing, of South Chesterville, 
raised on land that was fed by sheep until the 
12th of May, herds grass five feet and four 
inches high, and have corn planted on the 12th 
of May, seven feet three inches high, with 
well formed ears, eight inches. Mr. Ambrose 
H. Palmer of Winslow, sends us a specimen of 
herdsgrass, five and one half feet, and blue joint 
seven feet eight inches high. 

Mr. Walker of Peru, has sent us herds grass 
five feet nine inches. 

Mr. Asel Perkins of East Winthrop, writes 
us that ‘‘Thos. H. White, of that town, has a 
piece of corn, the common eight rowed variety, 
planted May 15, much of which stands nine 

Sect five inches in height, and is still growing. 
The price is remarkably even.” 

Mr. Horace Parlin of East Winthrop, fowl 
meadow, eight feet high. This is the highest 
fowl meadow we have received. But in the 
shape of herds grass, the Brunswick Telegraph 
claims the lead as follows : 

Mr. Thomas P. Simpson, of this town, left at 
our office a few days since a bundle of stalks of 
herds grass, some of the tallest of which 
measure six feet and seven inches, and a very 
few less than six feet four or five inches. This 
Brass grew on his farm in the Rocky Hill neigh- 

rhood, on land which was burnt over some 
three years ago and has since been laid down to

Mr. Singpson handed to us at the same timea 
bunch of rye stalks, 67 in number the produce 
of one kernel of seed rye. How many hundred 
fold the yield is we won’t undertake to say. 





COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION OF THE U. 8.

07276 tons; Massachusetts, 48,001 56 tons ; 
Pennsylvania, 31,220 33 tons; Ohio, 18,329 36 

- tons ; and Maryland 18,158 80 tons. The rest 
all built less than 10,000 tons. Florida builds 
least, her tonnage being 30 34 tons.

' GATHERED NEWS FRAGMENTS, &c. 

Locomotive Building. The business of build- 
ing locomtive engines has become an important 
branch of domestic industry, and is steadily 
growing in magnitude. According to an estimate 
made by the Railroad Journal, there are proba- 
bly no less than one thousand locomotives built 
yearly by the shops now in operation, sufficient 
to stock from three to four thousand miles of 
road. From ten to fifteen thousand tons of cast 
iron, the same amount of wrought iron, and a 
large amount of other stock are used by these 
establishments for this yearly production. 

Cotton Cordage. A New Orleans paper says? 
“We notice the establishment by a very worthy 
and enterprising citizen of Texas, of a Cotton 
Cordage Manufactory at Houston, and we learn 
from good authority that the rope manufactured 
by him is of a very superior quality. The con- 
sumption of this article is increasing rapidly; it 
answers the purposes for which it is used by the 
planter better than rope made out of any other 
material, for which it is cheaper, and as durable 
as can be desired. 


An improved railroad. A writer in the Wash- 
ington Republic says, that an improved plan of 
railroad is in progress, and will soon be an- 
nounced, which will secure the passenger from 
injury, and accomplish his most ardent wish 
for speed without danger of running off the 
rail, or coming in collision with an opposing 
train; a plan of railroad that will enable the 
passenger or the mail to reach the Pacific ocean 
in as many minutes as there are miles to over- 
come. 

A new Invention. E. Talbot, a mechanic of 
Hartford, has invented a machine called a moun- 
tain borer. It weighs eighty tons, has an engine 
of sixty horse power, and ig to be fastened upon 
a rock near Harlem. The Hartford Times de- 
scribes it as a bold conception of mechanical 
genius, more than equal to all the curiosities in 
the exhibition at New York. 


Burning of a slave. A slave belonging to I]. 
France, of Pettis Co., Missouri, was publicly 
burnt on the 13th ult., for murdering the Wife 
of John Rains, under the most aggravated cir- 
cumstances ; and-his master was ordered out of 
the State, for conniving at the crime. 


The Overland Emigration. At the last ac- 
counts from California, the advance guard of the 
overland emigrants had began to come in. The 
El Dorado Republican announces the arrival of a 
party of overland immigrants, via Salt Lake, 
with nineteen wagons, at Carson Valley. Sixteen 
or eighteen of the party had arrived at Placer- 
ville. They had to leave their wagons in Carson 
Valley. Seven of the party were ladies. 

The Benefit of Saving Banks. We saw to- 
day, says the Boston Traveller, the book of a 
person who, twenty years ago, deposited in one 
of our Savings Banks the sum of three hundred 
dollars. Since that time it has neither been in- 
creased by deposits or diminished by drafts, and 
to-day the interest has accumulated so that the 
person has $1025 86 standing to her credit. 


Terrible Death. A son of Mr. John Cox, a 
lad of fifteen years, was bitten by a rattle snake 
on Thursday evening last, and died on Friday 
morning at Sandersville, Georgia. The snake 
had so struck his fangs into the boy that he was 
unable to loose himself, and was separated by a 
gentleman in the field and killed. The snake 
was six feet long. 

Old Butter. A well was cleaned at Lawrence- 
burg, Indiana, last week, in which were found 
two buckets of butter in a state of entire pres- 
ervation—although they had been in the place 
at least fourteen years—as the well had been 
closed during that time. The buckets were 
much rusted and the outside of the butter dirty, 
but after scraping a little of the exterior off, it 
looked as natural as if churned the day before, 
and did not smell near as strong as what is often 
sold at the stores. 


A Big Shark. A Shark, 28 feet long, and 
measuring 18 feet round the body, was caught 
in a weir, by John Horan, at Rice's Island, be- 
tween Eastport and Lubec, on Monday evening. 
His liver, is said, filled ten barrels, and will make 
a large quantity of valuable oil. 

Singular. The Maysville, Ky., Eagle reports 
that a mare belonging to Chas. B. Hill of that 
city, foaled recently a mule colt and horse colt 
at one birth. Both are alive and doing well. 
Old horse dealers in that region have never 
known a similar incident. 


The Pacific Railroad. The first division of 
the Pacific Railroad, extending 40 miles from 
St. Louis, in the chain that is expected to unite 
St. Louis with California, was opened on the 18th 
inst., with great demonstrations of enthusiasm. 

Curious-Coins. The French Mint at Paris, 
has received from the French Consul at Shanghai, 
a collection of the Chinese coins, in gold, silver 
and copper. The Mint already possessed some 
few coins of the precious metal, but none in cop- 
per. Six hundred and eighty of the latter have 
been received; one dated 1700 years before 
Christ, and five bearing the stamp of the present 
Emperor. They all have a hole in the middle, 
for the Chinese merchants string them like beads. 


Steamboat Building in Pittsburg. For the 
half year ending on the Ist of July, there were 
twenty-six steamboats built and registered at the 
port of Pittsburg, comprising an aggregate ton- 
nage of 6689 91-95. There are five now in the 
course of construction within the city limits, and 
fifteen in the various yards near the city. Within 
the same time, ten keels, flats and barges have 
been built and registered. 


Factory Burned. The Worcester Transcript 
states that on Monday night of last week, the 
woolen factory and dye house in West Rutland, 
owned and occupied by Mr. Warren Sibley, were 
entirely destroyed by fire, together with their 
contents. About $2000 worth of satinets ready 
for market, and nearly $3500 worth of stock, 
some of it in process of manufacture, were de- 
stroyed. Mr. Sibley’s loss is some $10,000, and 
his insurance only $2500, which ig.at a New 
York office. 

Another invention. A new invention in the 
form of a life and fire bucket for steamers, has 
recently made its appearance. It is described 
as rather larger than an ordinary water bucket, 
but holds no more water, the bottom and sides 
being filled with cork, enough to support two 
persons each in the sea. It is intended to take 
the place of the common buckets kept standing 
with water on the decks of steamboats, and in 
case of need to serve as a life-preserver. 


Plaster of Paris. The largest gypsum field in 
the world lies about 300 miles west of Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, in the plains explored by Capt. Marcy 
last year, extending over an area of 300 miles 
north and south, east and west. The strata in 
some places are twenty feet thick, of the purest 
kind.

From New Mexico. The New Orleans Pic- 
ayune has advices.from New Mexico to the 11th 
of June. The syst important item ef news is 
the report of th¥ withdrawal of the Mexican 
troops fromthe Mesilla valley by Gen. Trias. 
In relation to this, it is said that the troops 
were withdrawn under an order.from the Mex- 
ican Minister of War; that a good understand- 
ing exists between the military officers of the 
two governments (as proof of which we have 
accounts of various friendly visits which were 
interchanged); and that the Mexicans are al- 
lowed ‘to remain in the peaceable occupation of 
the territory. The Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs for the State of California, E. N. Beal, 
arrived from the States on the 8th of June, en 
route for San Francisco. Rich specimens of 
silver ore had been taken from the extraordina- 
ry silver mines in the Organas mountains, in the 
county of Dona Ana, some fifty miles above El 
Paso. The better quality of the ore yields from 
$16 to $21 to the hundred pounds. A meeting 
was held in Santa Fee on the 27th of May, to 
protest against the intention of the government 
to locate the Indians of California within the 
limits of New Mexico.

All persons whose mothers | 
are unable to prove the possession of a greater | 
portion than one sixteenth of European blood, 
and who came into Hoosierdom since November 
1, 1841, are forced to take up their beds—if 
they have any—and walk. All negroes, mulat- 
toes, quadroons, octageroons, duodecaroons, 
&c., who can prove a residence prior to Novem- 
ber 1, 1851, are allowed to remain under cer- 
tain conditions, and by registering their names 
with the county clerk. Any person who employs 
a negro who is in the State contrary to the new 
law, is liable to a fine of not less than -ten nor 
more than five hundred dollars. [Dem. Union. 








Friax Curtvre in Inpiasa. Mr. T. Brown, of 
Crawfordsville, in a communication to Gov. 
Wright, President of the Indiana State Board 
of Agriculture, says: 

“I send you enclosed a few samples of ‘Flax 
Cotton,” presented to me by the Hon. H. L. 
Ellsworth, of Lafayette. Mr. Ellsworth has 
secured the machinery necessary for the manu- 
facture of cotton, and will have it in operation 
early in the season. He has on hand the ‘‘stem”’ 
grown on 120 acres last season, which from ex- 

riments already made, will, he supposes, 
yield about 300 lbs. acre of cotton, similar 
to No. 2 of the enclosed specimens. The ex- 
pense of reducing the fibre to this state, after 
the stem is produced, is about two cents per 

ound, which at the usual price of cotton 
(10c.) will leave eight cents per pound, $24 
per acre for the farmer who produces it. To 
this must be added the value of the seed, which 
will range from $6 to $8 per acre—giving a 
final result of $30 at least for each acre. This 
is Mr. Ellsworth’s calculation; it may be too 
high ; but if we allow for the magnifying effect 
of his zeal one third, or even one hall, still, 
flax would be as profitable a orop, in proportion 
to the amount of labor requ to produce it, 
as any of the staples of the country.

Discoveries iN Bear Vauiey. Dr. Downs, 
in company with Messrs. Getchel and McClure, 
of this city, made a hunting excursion to Bear 

Valley, (60 miles northwest of Colusa) on 
Tuesday last, and returned on Saturday eve- 

ning, bringing with them the bodies of seven 
elk, three antelopes, and several black tailed 
deer, The account given by Dr. Downs of this 
wild region is romantic. 

In this lonely region not a track was discoy- 
ered to indicate that it had ever previously been 
visited by a civilized being, and so intense was 
the heat during the day, that the stock of one 
the party’s guns, which had been laid upon the 
ground for afew minutes, split and shed its 
varnish off in scales. Birds fell exhausted to 

the ground in their attempts to fiy, or where 
| their feeble efforts were attended with success, 
perched upon the horses attached to the party's 
wagon, and upon the hands and shoulders of 
its occupants, with gasping throats, and seemed 
by their extreme docility to offer a silent prayer 
for assistance. A basin of water was drawn 
from one of the kegs and set before them, which 
they drank heartily and then flew off. 

The party discovered several hot springs, with 
a temperature sufficient to cook an egg in a mo- 
ment of time; besides witnessing a vonvulsion 

of nature resembling an earthquake, which 
tore open the earth in a fissure 40 or 50 rods 
long. 

The particulars, remarkable as they may 
seem, are well vouched by the characters of the 
gentlemen reporting them. It is the intention 
of the same party to extend their observations 
| further in this region when the weather grows 
cooler, as their curiosity has only been whetted 
by what they have seen. [Sacramento Union. 








Tae ‘“Vicrornia Reota.’”? This queen of 
aquatic flowers, which was first discovered by 
the botanist Hanke, who was sent by the Span- 
ish government, in the year 1801, to investi-| 
gate the vegetable productions of Peru, has} 
been cultivated by Mr. J. F. Allen of Salem, 
who has used wonderful care and pains to bring | 
it forward to production.

Yesterday the flower was in its full- 
est glory. Another bud has risen.to the sur- 
face of the water, where, however, it keeps but 
a portion of the time—spending, like its pre- 
decessor, evegy night. and part of each day, 
beneath the surface.

An Exrraorpinary Discovery. The atten- 
tion of men of science, in Paris, has been drawn 
to an extraordinary discovery made in a neigh- | 
boring department. A grave-digger, in throw- 
ing up some earth, came upon a body in a state | 
of perfect preservation. On examination it 
proved to be that of an_ individual buried 
thirty-seven years ago. He died from the ef- 
fects of the bite of a mad dog. The shroud 
and the coffin had fallen to dust, but the body 
remained intact.

IMPORTANT ARRESTS OF COUNTERFEITERS. 

The police of Cincinnati made a highly im- 
portant arrest of counterfeiters on the 26th 
inst, just outside of Cincinnati. The names of 
the persons are Parker, a notorious counterfeit- 
er, pardoned out of the Ohio penitentiary some 
six, weeks since ; Samuel D. Towner of Cincinnati; 
Lewis Dolman, of Indiana, an escaped convict 
from the Jeffersonville Penitentiary ; Joseph 
Bean, of Indiana ; Wm. McGeary, of Cleveland; 
and Quincey Hurchsey, a large contractor on 
the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad. Dolman 
defended himself with a hatchet, but fortunately 
‘did not injure the officers, and to bring to one 

of the counterfeiters who was —r to 
escape, a revolver was fired several times. 
| Eighteen officers were engaged in the capture. 
A large amount of unsigned counterfeit bills 
was found upon Parker.
